To  the  Town  Council  of  the  Borough  of  Hartlepool. 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1915. 

The  most  interesting  event  of  the  year  was  the  holding  of  a 
Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  on  3rd  March,  as  a result  of 
which  a Provisional  Order  was  issued  empowering  the  Corporation 
to  proceed  with  the  Cleveland  Street  Improvement  Scheme.  Most 
of  the  preliminaries  have  now  been  arranged,  and  little  remains  but 
to  proceed  with  the  building  whenever  the  times  are  propitious. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  willing  help  and 
co-operation  of  the  various  Borough  officials.

Vital  Statistics. 

For  the  year  1915  the  Registrar-General  proposes  to  exclude 
from  his  returns  for  local  areas  the  deaths  of  all  members  of  the 
armed  forces  of  this  or  other  countries,  and  not  only  of  those  dying 
in  institutions.  The  estimates  of  local  populations  now  distributed 
are  estimates  of  civilian  population  only,  and  it  is  therefore 
appropriate  that  all  deaths  of  combatants  should  be  excluded  in 
the  calculation  of  death  rates  founded  upon  them.” 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  civil  population  of  the 
Borough  for  1915  is  18,819,  and  this  figure  is  taken  in  calculating 
the  death-rate.  In  calculating  the  birth-rate  the  figure  21,130  is 
taken,  being  the  estimated  population  for  1914,  as  is  recommended. 


Births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  19x5  was  544,  to  which 
must  be  added  2 born  away  from  the  Borough,  a total  of  546, 
giving  a birth-rate  of  25-8  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  30-8  (651 
births)  in  1914,  30-9  in  1913  and  30*7  in  1912.  This  marked  decline 
in  the  birth-rate  has  occurred  all  over  the  country,  and  is  an  indirect 
result  of  the  war.

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These  figures  show  that  there  were  no  “ war  babies  ” in 
Hartlepool,  the  illegitimacy  rate  for  1915  being  much  the  same  as 
for  1912  and  1913,  though  slightly  larger  than  for  1914.  I have  no 
doubt  that  similar  figures  will  be  shown  by  most  districts,  where 
large  bodies  of  troops  have  been  stationed. 


Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. 

During  the  year  notifications  of  541  births  were  received. 
There  were  only  three  cases  where  there  was  failure  to  notify.  Two 
of  these  cases  were  attended  by  an  unregistered  midwife,  who  had 
previously  been  prosecuted  for  practising  as  a midwife.  She  was 
prosecuted  again  by  the  County  Council  and  fined.  In  the  other 
case  of  omission  there  was  a reasonable  excuse,  e.g.  that  a genuine 
mistake  had  been  made. 

141  births  were  attended  by  midwives  (26%),  as  compared  with 
183  last  year.  The  Health  Visitor  visits  all  midwives’  cases,  and 
also  as  many  of  the  others  as  appear  suitable  cases  for  visiting.

It  is  very  important  that  early  visits  should  be  paid.  22  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  of  infants  occur  in  the  first  week  and  57  per  cent, 
in  the  first  month. 


The  Health  Visitor  reports  that  16  of  the  infants  visited  were 
bottle-fed.  The  fact  that  on  the  average  96  per  cent,  of  the  infants 
are  breast-fed  gives  every  reason  to  hope  that  not  only  may  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  be  materially  lowered,  but  the  occurrence 
of  rickets  (which  is  still  too  common)  may  also  be  diminished. 


Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

This  was  opened  on  29th  June,  when  4 infants  were  brought. 
During  the  six  months  40  infants,  3 children  below  5 years,  and  2 
expectant  mothers  have  attended.

Two  of  the  mothers  brought  their  infants  seven  times,  but 
otherwise  the  attendance  was  somewhat  irregular.  In  addition  to 
various  minor  ailments  two  of  the  infants  had  supernumerary 
digits,  two  suffered  from  ear  discharge,  two  had  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  and  one  had  hydrocele  of  the  cord.  As  so  far  only 
one  of  these  infants  has  died,  the  mortality  rate  among  children 
attending  the  Centre  is  certain  to  be  very  low.  One  soon  finds 
that  the  ordinary  mother  has  practically  everything  to  learn,  but 
unfortunately  believes  that  she  knows  everything.  It  is  even  a 
rare  occurrence  to  find  a mother  who  trains  her  child  in  proper 
habits,  a matter  of  the  greatest  importance,  both  to  the  child  and 
the  mother.  Then  vicious  circles  are  soon  established,  the  mother 
“ feeds  irregularly,”  and  when  the  child  begins  to  go  downhill  some 
relation  or  neighbour  suggests  a patent  food,  or  biscuits,  or  other 
starchy  preparation,  and  finally  the  child  appears  as  a complete 
wreck.  Several  babies  have  been  brought  with  this  history,  and 
their  appearance,  like  “ famine  ” babies,  bears  out  the  story. 

I am  convinced  that  the  only  way  to  deal  successfully  with 
infantile  wasting  and  diarrhoea  is  to  secure  the  provision  of  beds  in 
the  nearest  hospital,  as  these  cases  are  quite  beyond  the  ordinary 
mother’s  powers  of  nursing. 

Beyond  the  two  cases  mentioned  expectant  mothers  so  far 
have  not  attended  the  Centre,  for  various  reasons.  The  midwives 
do  not  recommend  them  to  come,  and  it  is  difficult  to  get  in  touch 
with  them. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate. 

There  were  51  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  giving 
a rate  of  93  per  1,000  births.  This  compares  very  favourably  with 
last  year,  when  there  were  85  deaths,  with  a rate  of  130  per  1,000. 
20  deaths,  nearly  one-half,  were  due  to  antenatal  causes,  as  shown 
by  the  following  list  : —

342  deaths  were  registered,  as  compared  with  395  in  1914. 
Of  the  342  deaths  30  must  be  subtracted — being  those  of  non- 
residents, occurring  mostly  in  the  hospitals  ; and  61  deaths  must 
be  added,  as  compared  with  only  36  last  year — being  deaths  of 
resi(ients  which  occurred  away  from  the  town,  or  in  many  cases  in 
tlie  Workhouse —giving  a net  result  of  373  deaths,  or  a death-rate 
of  19-8  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  i8'i  per  1,000  last  year. 


The  County  death-rate  in  1915  was  15*5  per  1,000.

5 further  deaths  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  as  the 
result  of  the  bombardment  on  i6th  December,  1914,  making  a total 
of  61  deaths  in  Hartlepool  itself.  The  5 deaths  were  a man  (62 
years),  two  women,  a boy,  and  a girl. 

Inquests. 

38  inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  75  in 
1914.  There  were  only  2 cases  of  suicide,  both  women — in  one 
case  self-destruction  was  effected  by  hanging,  in  the  other  by 
belladona.  In  6 cases  death  was  from  drowning,  in  5 cases  from 
xalls,  and  in  3 cases  from  burns. 

Zymotic  Death=rate. 

The  principal  zymotic  diseases  are  small-pox,  measles,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  typhus,  enteric  fever,  diarrhoea, 
and  enteritis.  'There  were  35  deaths  from  these  diseases,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  i-8  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  *9  last  year.

Scarlet  Fever. 

35  cases  were  notified,  an  increase  of  14  compared  witli  1911 
28  were  removed  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital.  2 deaths  occnned, 
giving  a death-rate  of  •!.  The  County  death-rate  is  also  *1. 


Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

12  cases  were  notified,  the  corresponding  figure  for  last  year 
being  3.  6 cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  There  were  3 deaths, 

giving  a death-rate  of  '15.  The  County  death-rate  is  *28  for  1915. 
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Erysipelas. 

There  were  19  cases,  with  2 deaths,  giving  a death-rate  of  -i. 

Tubercular  Diseases. 

This  is  the  third  year  in  which  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  have 
been  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  there  is  a steady  increase  in  the 
notifications.  85  cases  were  notified,  as  compared  with  68  last 
year,  50  cases  of  phthisis  and  35  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 
There  were  27  deaths  from  phthisis  and  8 deaths  from  other  forms 
of  tuberculosis,  as  compared  with  18  and  5 respectively  last  year.

Non-notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

Measles. 

On  ist  January,  1916,  measles  becomes  compulsorily  notifiable 
by  medical  practitioners  or  by  parents.  The  only  notifications 
received  during  1915  were  from  school  teachers,  but  about  250  were 
sent  in,  probably  representing  an  epidemic  of  500  cases.  The 
Health  Visitor  visited  every  case  notified,  and  was  successful  in 
securing  that  a considerable  proportion  of  the  children  affected 
obtained  adequate  treatment.

It  is  evident  that  there  is  in  the  community  a large  body  of 
unvaccinated  persons,  constituting  a serious  menace  to  the  public 
health.  It  only  requires  the  introduction  of  a modified  case  of 
small-pox  to  set  a widespread  epidemic  on  foot,  and  I have  little 
doubt  that  we  are  threatened  at  the  moment  with  such  an  outbreak. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


Co-operation  with  Military  Authorities. 

This  co-operation  was  maintained  in  two  \^ays  : — 

1 —  By  special  notification  of  infectious  disease. 

2 —  By  supervision  of  food  supplies. 

Fortunately  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  among  the 
troops  in  the  district.  Frequently  soldiers  were  in  contact  with 
civilian  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  &c.,  and  their  supervision  had  to  be 
arranged  for. 

Premises  where  food  was  being  prepared  for  the  troops, 
whether  for  direct  War  Office  contracts  or  for  local  use,  were 
visited  frequently  with  a view  to  securing  purity  of  the  materials 
employed  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  surroundings.  Assistance  was 
given  to  the  Military  Authorities  on  several' occasions  with  regard 
to  questions  of  drainage,  &c.,  and  to  the  condition  of  the  billets. 


Common  Lodging-Houses. 

There  are  8 common  lodging-houses — 5 occupied  and  3 
unoccupied.  Under  the  Housing  Scheme  3 of  those  occupied  will 
be  closed.  During  the  year  one  application  to  register  a common 
lodging-house  was  lodged,  but  was  refused  as  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments were  unsatisfactory.

287 
visits  were  paid  to  butchers’  premises,  carcases  were  examined,  and 
one  set  of  lungs  and  two  pieces  of  unsound  meat  were  condemned 
and  destroyed. 
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Fish-curingf  and  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

4 of  tlie  12  fish-curing  premises  were  not  in  use  this  year. 
Tliose  in  use  were  visited  frequently.  The  fried  fish  shops,  13  in 
number,  were  also  inspected  at  regular  intervals. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  4 registered  bakehouses,  2 of  which  are  underground. 
These  bakehouses  were  kept  in  good  order  during  the  year. 

Milk  Shops. 

33  persons  are  registered  to  sell  milk,  4 being  added  to  the  list 
this  year.  Most  of  the  premises  are  unsuitable  for  the  purpose,  and 
frequent  visits  are  necessary  to  ensure  the  milk  being  protected 
from  dust  and  other  forms  of  contamination. 

Milk  and  Cream  Regulations,  1912. 

25  samples  of  milk  and  i of  cream  (not  sold  as  preserved  cream) 
were  taken.  All  were  found  to  conform  to  the  regulations.  3 
samples  of  cream  (sold  as  preserved  cream)  were  also  found  correct.

Remarks  : — 

(a)  2 samples  of  milk  contained  7 per  cent,  of  added  water,  and  i sample  of 

milk  contained  8 per  cent,  of  added  water.  The  vendors  were 
cautioned  by  the  Committee. 

(b)  A sample  of  condensed  milk  taken  informall}'  was  reported  to  be  deficient 

in  fat.  A formal  sample  then  obtained  was  certified  to  be  deficient 
in  fat  to  the  extent  of  70  per  cent.  The  vendor  delivered  to  the 
Committee  an  Analyst’s  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  part  of  the 
sample  left  with  him  (the  vendor)  was  genuine,  and  contained  8’2 
per  cent,  of  fat.  A sample  of  the  same  brand  of  conden.sed  milk 
specially  analysed  for  the  Committee  by  an  independent  Analyst 
was  reported  as  genuine,  and  contained  10  per  cent,  of  fat. 


Housing  Regulations. 

Not  much  progress  can  be  made  with  regard  to  this  important 
matter  owing  to  the  effects  of  the  war. 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  was  60.  The  defects  found 
were  remedied  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  except  in  the  case  of 
two  houses  reported  on  by  the  Medical  Officer,  which  were  closed 
by  the  owner  without  further  action.

Education  Committee  of  the  Borough  of  Hartlepool. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  following  report  on 
school  medical  work  for  1915. 

The  Board  of  Education,  on  account  of  the  need  for  rigid 
economy  in  these  critical  days,  have  sanctioned  the  cutting  down 
of  School  Medical  Officers’  Reports  so  far  as  is  reasonably  consistent 
with  presenting  a return  of  the  work  done  during  the  year.  This 
report,  therefore,  is  brief  as  compared  with  former  ones  ; but,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  work  actually  accomplished  is  the  greatest  since 
medical  inspection  was  introduced  into  the  Schools  of  the  Borough. 
I may  particularise  the  increased  numbers  of  children  who  have 
received  treatment,  the  percentage  rising  from  17  in  1914  to  55  in 

1915- 

Then  when  the  Schools  re-opened  in  August  the  Treatment 
Clinic  was  started  at  Baltic  Street  School  for  minor  ailments,  or 
“ school  diseases.”  196  children  have  been  treated  there  within 
the  space  of  four  months,  and  72  per  cent,  of  these  have  already  been 
completely  cured.  Many  of  these  children  would  otherwise  have 
received  no  treatment  whatever,  and  would  in  consequence  have 
lost,  at  the  very  least,  much  valuable  school  time.  65  children 
were  referred  to  the  School  Oculist  during  the  year,  and  56  of 
these  have  now  got  glasses.  Under  the  present  system  children, 
accompanied  by  their  parents,  have  to  travel  to  West  Hartlepool  in 
order  to  be  examined  by  the  Oculist. 

I have  no  hesitation  in  recommending  that  an  arrangement 
should  be  come  to  whereby  the  Oculist  would  visit  Hartlepool 
regularly  and  examine  School  children  with  defective  vision  at  the 
School  Clinic  in  Baltic  Street  School. 

I have  to  thank  the  Committee  for  their  kindly  consideration 
on  many  occasions  during  the  year.  I have  great  pleasure  also  in 
acknowledging  the  willing  help  and  service  of  teachers,  officials, 
and  others.

Two  Schools  were  damaged  by  the  bombardment  on  ibth 
December,  1914,  e.g.,  Prissick  and  St.  John’s,  Middleton.  Improve- 
ments have  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  following  Schools  ; — 

Throston. — Alterations  were  necessary  here,  as  the  scheme 
for  building  new  schools  has  been  delayed  for  the  present  with  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Education.  Three  windows  were  enlarged 
and  hoppers  put  in.  Forty-seven  hoppers  were  put  into  other 
windows  which  did  not  require  enlargement.  The  boys’  cloak- 
room was  provided  with  a new  concrete  floor  and  new  stands  with 
pegs.  The  interior  of  the  school  was  painted  and  cleaned. 

Hart  Road  Temporary  Infants’  School. — In  consequence  of 
complaints  of  insufficient  heating,  two  new  stoves  were  put  in  to 
replace  gas  radiators.  It  is  hoped  that  so  long  as  the  infants  use 
the  hall  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  use  these  radiators  again. 

Prissick  and  Middleton  Schools  were  repaired  and  cleaned. 


SECTION  II. — Medical  Inspection. 

During  1915,  89  visits  were  paid  to  schools  for  the  purpose  of 
medical  inspection  as  compared  with  64  visits  in  1914,  and  65  visits 
were  paid  for  the  purpose  of  re-inspecting  children  found  to  be 
defective  at  the  ordinary  inspection,  as  compared  with  32  m 1914. 

The  number  of  children  examined  was  1,483—39  per  cent,  of 
the  average  number  of  children  attending  school.  The  following

Clothing. 

Of  the  children  inspected  a considerable  proportion  were  found 
to  be  not  satisfactorily  clad.  Of  1,401  entrants,  leavers  and  8 years 
old,  tlie  clothing  was  unsatisfactory  in  13 1 cases.  Including  the 
special  cases  examined  the  clothing  was  unsatisfactory  in  135  cases, 
that  is  in  about  9 per  cent,  of  the  cases. 


Footgear. 

This  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  151  cases,  namely,  48 
in  entrants,  28  in  leavers,  75  in  the  intermediate  group,  and  9 in  the 
special  group,  that  is  ii  per  cent,  of  the  children  examined.  Even 
on  the  most  wintry  day  children  are  to  be  seen  without  boots  or 
shoes,  and  these  swell  the  number  of  those  attending  the  School 
Clinic,  as  sooner  or  later  sores  develop,  caused  by  chilblains, 
cuts,  &c.

488  girls  (68  per  cent.)  and  19  boys  were  thus  found  to  be  in 
this  disgraceful  state.  It  seems  difficult  to  maintain  even  a fair 
standard.  During  the  year  three  prosecutions  were  instituted 
under  the  attendance  bye-laws — two  for  absence  owing  to 
verminous  head  and  one  for  absence  due  to  vermin  of  the  body. 
In  each  case  the  parent  was  fined  10/6,  but  given  seven  days  in 
which  to  pay  the  fine.  A fortnight  later  one  case  of  verminous 
head  and  the  case  of  vermin  of  body  were  still  unattended  to,  in 
spite  of  daily  warnings.  Both  were  again  prosecuted,  but  with 
unsatisfactory  results.  In  the  case  of  verminous  body  the  summons 
could  not  be  served  on  the  parent,  as  he  had  left  the  district.  In 
the  case  of  vermin  of  the  head,  the  parents  refused  to  cleanse  until 
the  last  moment,  but  after  having  failed  to  obtain  medical  certificates 
to  the  effect  that  their  girl’s  head  was  clean,  they  produced  the  girl 
in  court  perfectly  cleansed,  and  tlie  case  was  withdrawn  on  the 
parents  paying  solicitor’s  fee  and  costs.  This  child  was  absent 
from  school  for  three  months  altogether. 


The  School  Nurse  carried  out  quarterly  head-to-head  inspection 
of  the  girls,  but  the  results  are  still  very  unsatisfactory.

Very  few  medical  men  now-a-days  have  any  doubts  as  to  the 
marked  benefit  derived  from  early  removal  of  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids  followed  by  systematic  breathing  exercises.  Enlarged 
tonsils  are  frequently  found  associated  with  rheumatism,  chorea, 
and  heart  disease  and  predispose  to  infectious  disease.  Adenoids, 
on  the  other  hand,  cause  mouth  breathing,  bronchitis,  possibly  even 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  undeveloped  chest,  deafness,  ear  discharge, 
impaired  vision,  and  diminished  mental  powers. 


External  Eye  Disease. 

37  cases  of  external  eye  disease  were  discovered  at  the  routine 
examination,  blepharitis  being  the  most  frequent  condition.  Many 
cases  of  external  eye  disease  are  not  seen  at  the  routine  exami- 
nation, as  they  are  sent  to  the  Clinic  whenever  they  are  discovered. 
Most  of  these  eye  conditions  are  preventable,  being  largely  due  to 
the  filthy  condition  in  which  many  school  children  are  allowed  to 
keep  their  hands  and  faces. 
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Ear  Disease. 

12  cases  of  ear  discharge  were  found,  usually  either  associated 
with  adenoids,  or  left  as  a result  of  inflammation  of  the  middle-ear 
during  an  attack  of  measles  or  scarlet  fever.  These  cases  are  now 
referred  to  the  School  Clinic  for  daily  treatment.

The  services  of  a School  Dentist  are  urgently  required  in  order 
to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs  and  prevent  a large  amount  of 
unnecessary  suffering  and  ill-health.  It  is  quite  possible  that  one 
half  day’s  work  per  week  would  be  sufficient,  at  any  rate  at  the 
beginning,  to  overtake  the  worst  cases. 

It  would  be  well,  too,  if  teachers  would  take  every  opportunity 
of  impressing  upon  children  the  necessity  for  regular  cleansing  of 
their  teeth. 


Heart  and  Circulation. 

Circulatory  disorders  were  found  in  34  cases,  10  being  due  to 
organic  heart  disease,  5 cases  of  functional  disease,  and  19  cases  of 
anaemia.  Slight  cases  of  anaemia  were  very  common,  and  are 
usually  ignored  by  parents. 


Lungs. 

3 children  (*6  per  cent.)  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  phthisis 
and  I case  was  suspected,  and  steps  were  taken  to  put  them  under 
medical  care.  As  a rule  most  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  excluded 
from  school,  and  therefore  are  not  present  at  the  routine  exami- 
nation. 17  children  were  suffering  from  bronchitis  of  varying 
degree  of  severity.

Many  cases  are  sent  direct  to  the  School  Clinic,  where  there  is 
little  doubt  the  duration  of  the  disease  is  much  reduced  by  regular 
treatment,  and  the  risk  therefore  of  other  cases  arising  greatly 
minimised. 


Rickets. 

Slight  rickets  was  present  in  33  children  and  marked  rickets 
in  II.  Rickets  was  therefore  present  in  about  3 percent,  of  the 
children  examined,  as  compared  with  i‘i  per  cent,  last  year.  The 
prevalence  of  rickets  in  the  borough  is  very  apparent,  even  to  a 
casual  observer  such  as  a visitor  to  the  town.

It  is  usually  a difficult  matter  to  test  hearing  with  any  accuracy 
owing  to  the  noisy  surroundings  of  most  schools,  and  sometimes 
owing  to  noises  within  the  school,  in  which  case  the  forced  whisper 
test  becomes  quite  a physical  strain  on  the  examiner.  Possibly  the 
time  has  come  to  abandon  the  routine  testing  of  hearing,  and  to 
reserve  the  special  tests  for  special  cases  where  deafness  is 
suspected. 


Inspection  Clinic. 

The  year  1915  was  the  second  complete  year  of  the  Clinic. 
438  children  attended,  in  many  cases  accompanied  by  their  parents. 
Most  of  these  children  were  referred  to  the  Clinic  by  the  School 
Wardens  (attendance  officers)  or  by  the  teachers.  Each  child  sent 
by  the  School  Warden  is  given,  by  him,  a card  with  name,  school, 
address,  and  duration  of  absence,  and  takes  back  the  card,  signed 
by  the  Medical  Officer,  with  date  for  a subsequent  visit,  if  necessary, 
and  a note  as  to  whether  the  child  is  fit  for  school  or  not.

Since  the  opening  of  the  School  Clinic  iu  August  last  the 
number  of  exclusions  has  been  greatly  reduced,  cases  of  impetigo, 
ringworm,  &c.,  being  treated  there,  and  the  children  allowed  to 
attend  school  regularly.

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SECTION  III. — Treatment. 

'Die  year  has  been  characterized  by  a marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  receiving  treatment,  the  percentage  having  been 
raised  from  17  to  55.  This  has  been  due  to  several  causes — the 
visits  of  the  School  Nurse,  the  exertions  of  the  School  Wardens  in 
securing  spectacles  for  eye  cases,  but  largely  to  the  use  of  special, 
second,  and  final  notices,  and  to  threats  of  prosecutions  where  these 
notices  failed.  An  occasional  prosecution  under  the  Children’s  Act 
would  have  a very  salutary  effect,  and  would  secure  prompt  treat- 
ment in  other  cases. 

Table  IV.  shews  the  extent  to  which  treatment  has  been 
secured  for  the  different  defects  and  diseases  to  which  children  are 
subject. 


School  Clinic. 

fhe  centre  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  was  opened  on 
23rd  August,  and  in  the  four  months  it  has  been  working  has  given 
ample  proof  of  its  value,  for  not  only  are  the  children’s  ailments 
more  quickly  cured,  but  there  has  been  a considerable  saving  in 
school  time.  Even  now  it  is  only  too  common  to  find  an  utter 
neglect  on  the  part  of  parents  to  carry  out  any  home  treatment 
suggested,  the  single  daily  treatment  of  the  Clinic  being  in  sufficient 
for  the  early  cure  of  many  diseases,  such  as  affections  of  the  skin, 
ears,  eyes,  &c.

Attendance  Visits  are  paid  by  the  School  Nurse  to  cases 
reported  by  the  School  Wardens.  In  these  cases,  if  the  information 
obtained  at  the  home  is  unsatisfactory,  the  Nurse  directs  the  child 
to  attend  at  the  Inspection  Clinic  for  examination.
